The following is a Wikipedia policy: 


Hounding on Wikipedia (or "wikihounding") is the singling out of one or 
more editors, joining discussions on multiple pages or topics they may edit 
or multiple debates where they contribute, to repeatedly confront or 
inhibit their work. This is with an apparent aim of creating irritation, 
annoyance, or distress to the other editor. Hounding usually involves following 
the target from place to place on Wikipedia. 


Many users track other users' edits, although usually for collegial or 
administrative purposes. This should always be done with care, and with 
good cause, to avoid raising the suspicion that an editor's contributions are 
being followed to cause them distress, or out of revenge for a perceived slight. 
Correct use of an editor's history includes (but is not limited to) fixing 
unambiguous errors or violations of Wikipedia policy, or correcting related 
problems on multiple articles. In fact, such practices are recommended 
both for Recent changes patrol and WikiProject Spam. The contribution 
logs can be used in the dispute resolution process to gather evidence to be 
presented in incidents and arbitration cases. Using dispute resolution can 
itself constitute hounding if it involves persistently making frivolous or 
meritless complaints about another editor.

Despite myself writing on the admin board and saying that | was not going to be writing any 
more to prevent an argument from ensuing, | was then later — without another edit — blocked 
for 48 hours. Violating WP:NOPUNISH & WP:BLOCKP 


While blocked, the editors involved in the discussion at the admin noticeboard engaged ina 
violation of WP:HOUND, WP:HA & WP:MEATPUPPET — by nominating all of my articles and 
essays for deletion and even deleting some without a discussion — and simultaneously 
participating and voting to delete in each others nominations of my articles. One user, Star 
Mississippi said that their vote for deletion on 2024 Kissena Park Sexual Assault "not because 
of the issues around current article's creator, but because it has been a BLP nightmare." This 
user, who nominated numerous other contributions of mine, closed some of them with a delete, 
and voted in their friends nominations of my contributions was open stating that one of their 
votes to delete wasn’t because of the issues surrounding me. Meaning that .. the other ones 
were? This is all violation of WP:HOUND, WP:HA & WP:MEATPUPPETS — but none of these 
offenders were even warned to stop. 


While | was under a 48 hour block, | responded several times on my talk page (which | was 
allowed to edit) to these editors as they were flooding the page with new sections trying to 
speak to me. | informed them that | cannot respond to their nominations just yet as I was 
currently blocked and didn’t have plans to try and evade my block. I respectfully said | needed 
to wait until it ended. 


This is when my ability to edit my talk page was revoked. 


Then, as | was watching a vote take place to block me indefinitely take place on the admin 
noticeboard by all of these same editors, the “consensus” conveniently was decided after less 


than 48 hours of discussing, not giving me a chance to even defend myself, and | was blocked 


indefinitely. 


All of this in violation of WP:NOPUNISH, WP:BLOCKP, WP:BLOCKLENGTH 


Then while blocked indefinitely, proposed deletion tags were placed on the remainder of my 
articles, stating that all | needed to do to save them was to remove the tag. Mocking me for 


being blocked and attempting to bait me into evading it.

Ludwika "Lucy" Mickevicius, originally from Poland, York City 
became a bartender in the East Village in the early ws peee 
1980s. She took over the bar, originally named Blanche’s, in December 1987. The 
establishment was later renamed Lucy's in her honor.1l2] Lucy's was known for its 
unchanging, no-frills atmosphere. The bar featured dim lighting, worn linoleum 
floors, pool tables, and a jukebox, retaining a vintage aesthetic that appealed to 
both long-time patrons and newcomers. Lucy's played a crucial role in the East 
Village's social scene, providing a sense of community in a neighborhood that 
underwent significant changes over the decades. It survived the Tompkins Square 
Park Riot in 1988 and the COVID-19 pandemic, during which it temporarily closed 
but reopened in May 2020.!II4] In December 2023, the building housing Lucy's was 
sold to a new landlord, West Lake 135-139 Avenue ALLC / RYCO Capital, for $19 
million. Following the sale, Mickevicius faced a significant rent increase from $8,000 
to $25,000 per month. Despite her efforts to negotiate and even pay the increased 
rent temporarily, the financial burden was unsustainable./ll2] In addition to the rent 
hike, Lucy's faced other operational challenges, including issues with health 
department permits and a temporary closure in late 2023. The bar was ultimately 
closed in early 2024 when Mickevicius received an eviction notice demanding she 
vacate the premises within 30 days./4I/2]
